to call him a Monſter off Mex, whom Nature bad begun 
rot perfefied : and when ſhe tax'd any man of mucl. 
fooliſhneſſe, would ſay, He was more ſortiſh than her Son. 
Claudius. His Grandmother Auguſta alwayes ws.” 
bit moſt deſpicable, wonld never admonifh him but by 
meſſages ,or by ſhort &*+ ſharp Letters. His Sifter Livilla 
when ſhe beard he x45 to be Emperonr, would openly 1a- 
ment the deplorable condition of the People of Rome! 
This man Lucius Ananzus Seneca hath here paintea 
forth in bzs proper colours 3 and perhaps was the mord 
bitter, in revenge of the baniſhment he ſuftained nudex 
bias * : though afterward Agrippina, being theu marrieg 
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To the Reader. 


2 Claudius, that ſhe might not be famous only for wick- 
d ats, mterceded for Seneca, and obtained not onely 
17s releaſe, but his preferment to the Pratorſhip ; con- 
eiwving it would be no leſſe grateful to the Publick , in 
egard of his fame for Learning, then advantageous to 
Ver, intending to uſe bys belp an the'Education of "hep 
fon Domitian, and bis adwice in advarcing him to the 
©mpire ; for "ou believed ( 65 Tacitus ſayes ) be would 
xe 4 friend to her in reſpe& of that benefit, and an ene- 
my to Claudius 7» regard of that injury. This may ſerve 
o declare the Authour's ſcope in writing this facetious 
[ra#; which is ſo oppoſite tothe uſual gravity of Se- 
1eca, that it hath been dowhied by ſone to be his : but 
be urqueſtionable aſſertions of ſo many ancient teſtimo- 
ties muſt needs remove that ſcruple. And becauſe the

Such variety there was of Trumpets, Cornets, and 
Hocboys. Claxudins heard the noiie : All men rc- 
joyced and were merry, the People of Rome tound 
they were at liberty. Agatha and a few Petty-foggers 
heartily lamented ; | the Lawyers came out of their 
holes, pale and meager, ſcarce able t9 breath, like 
men new]y recovered from a trance. ' One of the 
company ſeceing'the Lawyers Jay their heads tope-- 
ther bewailing their fortune, drew near and faid, 1 
told you Saturn's F eaſt would not alwayes laft.
